Nothing ean be said that 
holds a higher promise for the future of the stock- 
raising industry than that the boys and girls who 
are now on the farms are taking an interest in 
that branch of farming, and gre engaging in 
larger numbers year after year in a district-wide 
struggle to produce the best young stock and the 
spring show can hardly he given higher praise 
than to say that it is helping to create that in- 
terest. 

Incidentally, nothing can be said that argues 
more strongly for the future of the farming busi 
ness, and the conditions on Alberta farms. We can 
afford to ignore the fact that a few of the older 
heads have got disgusted with grain growing and 
hiked for the cities, or for proverbially green 
pastures of far away fields, so long us the on-

TOO HEAVY A LOAD. 


The Stock Growers’ association of Western 
Canada is calling for lower taxes and lower 
freight rates. Neariy everybody else is doing the 
same, but the stock growers are voicing a griev- 
anee that is more real in their case than in many 
others. Beef priees have certainly been deflated, 
and horse values have gone badly to pieces, The 
growers cannot produce profitably at pre-war 
prices if they have to pay higher than pre-war 
taxes and freight rates. They have not been doing 
much complaining about it, but their industry is 
heing hobbled to the point of starvation. 


INTERNATIONAL NATI ONALISTS. 


The Moscow authorities have served notive on 
Poland that they will permit no interference by 
outside powers with what they are pleased to call 
the administration of Russian justice. When it 
comes to spreading Bolshevik propaganda Lenine 
recognizes no national boundaries. But when it is 
a case of getting rid of his enemies at home he 
stands inflexibly for the sovereignty of the Soviet 
state. Jf foreign Governments treated Lenine’s 
agents as he treats his victims the outer world 
would be safer and the ‘‘red’’ firing squads might 
be less active in Russia. 


THE DEATH ROLL. 


Eighty-six persons were killed by automobiles 
in New York state during March. That is a 
frightful casualty list to come out of one corner 
of the continent for a single month. Elsewhere 
population is less dense and traffic less congested, 
and the killing per day per thousand should be 
fewer. But it cannot be claimed that New York 
state is peculiarly lax in the matter of road laws 
ond their enforcement. Everywhere, on both 
sides of the linc, human life has cheapened as the 
autos have multiplied. Familiarity has bred indif- 
ference to the menace inseparable from fast 
travelling. It is time for a change. Lives are of 
more value than thrills, even when they happen 
to be lives of other people.

MANITOBA AND ALBERTA. 


The Manitoba Legislature’ has finally got 
through with the estimates and the taxpayers of 
the province now know what is to be done to 
them. The bill totals up to $11,207,085 on ecur- 
reut account. For a population of six hundred 
thousand people, mainly engaged in trying to 
wake farms pay under unusually high costs of 
production, that means heavy taxation. Still, 
things might be worse. 


Our own provineial Goy- 
ernment is proposing to spend $11,000,000 on cur. 
rent account, plus $6,000,000 of borrowed money. 
And the population of Alberta is leas than six 
hundred thousand, our farmers are operating on 
a narrower margin of profit than their Manitoba 
contemporaries because they are farther from 
markets, and over a good part of the province 
they cannot count with certainty on getting a 
crop. If agriculture is to stand up in this prov- 
ince taxes here will have to be lower than else. 
where, for the reason that prices are lower, crop 
conditions less certain, and the cost of marketing 
higher. The Alberta farmer is not given a fair 
chance when he is made to pay as high taxes as 
are levied upon contemporaries who operate 
under more advantageous ¢ircumstances 


ed live stock. Grain growing has petered out ina 
good many parts of this continent, through the ex- 
haustion of the soil and the consequent impover- 
isiment of the owners and occupants. There is 
more idle land east of the Mississippi river than 
west of it. But no part of the continent which is 
at all adapted to stock raising has met permanent 
disaster, or indefinite adversity, whose farmers 
have gone into stock-raising, stayed with it faith. 
fully, and put brains and energy into a sustained 
effort to improve the quality of the product. 

A bunch of steers or a drove of hogs leave a 
farm richer than they find it in productive canac- 
ity, and normally they pay good wages for their 
care, good prices for what they eat and good 
dividends on the investment. The finest farm 
homes in Canada and the United States are to be 
found in those parts where stock-raising has been 
the main occupation of the farmers and stock im- 
provement their standing ideal. The Alberta boys 
and girls who are bringing calves to the spring 
stock shows year after year will never starve oft 
the farm if they stick to that line and keep on 
trying to produce something better than their 
neighbors and their predecessors. 

No better stock is grown in America than is to 
be found on the farms and ranches in Alberta, The 
records of the international exhibitions prove 
that. The Edmonton spring stock show has never 
failed to draw a splendid display of the best the 
Alberta farmers have. Yearly the contests are 
keener and the entries more numerous, The show 
is a growing concern. That rather despite condi- 
tions, than because of them. The stockmen have 
not been having good times of late years. The 
low prices the city dweller pays for his steaks 
and roasts proves that plainly enough. But they 
have kept on growing stock, and sending it to the 
spring show. As an example in ‘‘sticking’’ under 
pdverse conditions they have set the pace for all 
other clases in the community in these trying 
times. But they have done more than stay in the 
stock growing business—they have also stayed in 
the business of improving their stock, which is a 
good deal more important. 

The visitors to the show may count on getting 
value for his money, as he has always got in the 
past, if he is at all concerned in the progress that 
is being made in the development of the most de- 
pendable branch of the farming business, and the 
one with which the future of this city is peculiar- 
ly associated. This is, before al] else, a live stock 
country. The conditions which tell against it as 
a wheat-growing district compel stock-raising as 
the main activity of the farmer. The day is coming 
when the great wheat-growing industry on the 
plains will have to be replaced, gradually but cer, 
tainly, by mixed farming. That means that for 
generations there will be a normal demand in the 
prairie country for good breeding stock, to sup- 
plement the demand for beef animals at home and 
abroad. Alberta should supply that call from the 
prairies, and it is developing the right kind of 
stock to meet it. The spring stock show is doing 
much to establish and maintain Edmonton's place 
as the centre of the live stock industry of the pro- 
vinee. To support the show is therefore to help 
co-relage the interests of the city with a great in- 
dustry as yet initsinfaney but bound to develop, 
and as it develops to create and sustain conditions 
of real and permanent prosperity on the farms,
